She f^ovlng regulations goTemlng rent and Interest rate reduotlone 
have been proiBalg..«ted hy the lf»l Hslen People’s (>:t7>.mi&eint; 

A. Rente 

1. Bents paid hy tenants to landowners in Mel Hslen will he uniformly 
reduced hy 25 percent. 

2. All fixed rents will he unlfornly reduced hy 25 percent. 

3* All share rente vlU he unlfomly based on the actual amount of 
annual harrest. lAidar the new 25-peiraent rent reduction^ the landowner 
share will he one half^t.He harrest minus 23 peroent. For examDle, If the yield 
amounted to one shlh /one shlh equals 2 «94 bushel^; the landowner’s share will he 
3 ton /me tar equals 9.4 dry qoarta/ nlnus 25 'percent, or 3.75 ten. All 
original rants higher than this nair rate muat he readjusted, but those which are 
lower may not be increased. 

4. Based on the actual amount of thir season's harvest, nil contractual 
rants will be reduced by 25 percent. The actual amount of the rent shall bo 
decided at a conference of repree entatlres of the landowners, tenants, and the 
local goremuent. Once decided, the rental rate adopted will be publicly 
announced and everycne will be required to conform to it. 

5. Additional reduction in rent may be granted to vldcfws and dependents 
of military personnel, poverty-stricken intelligentsia, dependents of overseas 
Chinese, etc., who are facing extreme hardship due to lack of workirg personnel. 
Rant reduct l.v itay be effected by mutual agreoiicnt h©t%rc*:?n the landowner and 
tenant, or by government action.

because the land had deteriorated or rents were excessive, the 25-porceiit rent 
reduction mist bo effected and in no case may the landovner Increase the rent 
to compensate for the former reduction. 

7. The rent of all lands/ whether private public-, school-, or church- 
owned, used for productive purposes, shall be reduced by 25 percent and no 
exceptions may be made. 

8. The old roguiatlons goveniing the by-products produced on the land by , 
tenants ylll remain In effect,. However/ the share to be turned over to the 
landowners will be reduced by 25 percent n 

9 . Old cgntractB under which tenants were required to turn over liquors , 
chickens, etc^, to the landowners as token of approclatlcn are hereby voided, 

10 , ^tor the enforcement of these regulations, the land ri^ts of the 
landowners will be guarahteed emd protected by the government . Laadowiiara 
wiA^ A iftpnae Of their land but the priority of puTchiwe shall de reserved to 
the tetMinte on ^^^t^ When faced with extreme hardship, the landownera may 

demdnd the of the land from the tenants for their own 

cult Ivaticn. However/ theiy ri^^^ to regain poseeBSliesa of the land will be 
first /geverhed by the hardship it will impose on the tenants. 

11,, Landowners are forbidden ertort additional rent from the tenants after 
the enforcement, of this regulation, nor can the t<sn.'uite resiot payment or the 
rent. 

12. . VlolatoTB of these regulations will be punished by the government, 

B. Interest Bate 

1. The annual interest rate on loane must not exceed 30 percent. 

2 . The Interest rate for comnercial loans ir «a^t , from this regulation , 

3. Any interest rate on loans exceeding this limitation must be readjusted, 
but interest rates lower than this limitation may not he Increased. 

4. A borrower who has already made Interest payment whose total equals 
the original loan will be exea^pted from paiylng further interest. If the 
amount of interest paid totals twice the origlnea loan, the loan will be 
autometioally cancelled. 

5. 3n liquidating old debts, debtors are required to pay only the original 
ralue of the loan, calculated in terms of commodities . 

6. Loans not specifically covered in these rogulatlans may be adjusted 

by the local govemment In accordance with the general tenets expressed by these 
regulations .

Zuang-chou, (CHA), 25 June 19^9 — The China Joint Rural Rehabilitation 
Commission hss announced that the Taiwan Provincial Government will employ 
the so-called "37.5 percent" reduced rent system beginning with the first harvest. 
Reduced rent is considered the first step in aiding Taiwan* s agi'lcultural 
rehabilitation.
